“It was a terrible mistake," said Col. Grieve.

In June of this year. Defence Minister I^eo 
Cadieux announced that the armed services would 
be slashed by some 16,000 men during the next 
three years. 

Yet Col. Grieve now announces, “We are 
recruiting, and in a big way.” 

Somehow, there seems to be a discrepancy 
here. 

It Is not reassuring, either, to hear General 
Lane insist that "the impact of the reorganization 
of the Canadian armed forces on morale has been 
very slight." The great weight of evidence is to the 
contrary.

This, of course, is the stumbling%lock in the

However, if the nations cannot get over this 
t obstacle, they may be able to find a way around it. 
2 Nationalist China, that is the surviving govern- 
u ment of Marshal Chiang Kai-shek, now ion 

• Formosa, was and is one of the five permanent 


members of the Security Council of the United 
Nations. 

Marshal Chiang took his seat at a time when 
he was ruler of the vast China mainland and, as 
such, accepted as one of the Big Five at the tipie of 
the defeat of the Axis powers. 

His position is vastly different today, following 
the collapse of his armies under pressure of the 
Russian-backed* forces of Mao Tse-tung, his flight 
to Formosa, and his survival only by virtue erf a 
United States guarantee which denied the crossing 
of the Taiwan Strait to the Communists. His claim 
to be the true representative of all China is wholly 
unrealistic. 

If, therefore, he could be persuaded, under 
continued security guarantees, to relinquish this 
claim and surrender the Security Council seat, the 
whole position might be simplified to the point 
where wide agreement could be reached, and the 
main cause for resistance to the seating of 
Communist China at the UN finally eradicated: 

This is not to suggest that Peking automatic¬ 
ally succeed to the Chiang government’s seat on 
the Security Council. But that could come at a 
time when Chairman Mao or his successor 
demonstrated responsibility and sincerity sufficient 
to earn it. 

Meanwhile, the best course to secure Com¬ 
munist China’s co-operation at the UN or 
elsewhere, is towards removal of the status of 
inferiority that has been thrust upon the country, 
and, by this means, dispelling some of the 
resentment which is largely responsible for the 
rigidity of Peking.

SAN FRANCISCO — An environmental 
catastrophe is already in process in the San 
Francisco Bay area, a Stanford University 
toxicologist contended Thursday. 

- Dr. Robert Dreisbach, a professor of 
pharmacology at the Stanford School of 
Medicine, asserted his belief at the conclu¬ 
sion of a two-year study of the area’s 
ecology. 

His 576-page report, to be published later 
this month, was described as the most 
comprehensive study of the area ever made. 

Dreisbach's study concludes that water 
and air contamination, brought on by a 
carelesa and rapidly growing population, has 
made the environment virtually unlivabie as 
It Is today — let alone what it will be in 10 or 
20 years.

Cihild-Care Deductions Answer Demands 


OTTAWA (CP) — A government proposal to 
allow working parents to deduct expenses for 
babysitting services or other child-care arrange¬ 
ments follows many loud demands for such an al¬ 
lowance. 

It was one of the most consistent requests 
heard by the royal commission on taxation and the 
government has received dozens of submissions on 
the question. 

The taxation white paper released Friday calls 
the proposed deduction "a major reform.” 

Ca pital Gains 


“The problem of adequately caring for children 
when both parents are working, or when there is 
only one parent in the family and she or he is 
working, is both a personal and a social one. 

"We consider it desirable on social as well as 
economic grounds to permit a tax deduction for 
child care expenses, under carefully controlled 
terms, in addition to the general deduction for 
children.” 

Under the proposal, deductions will be allowed 


up to $500 per child under the age of M, with an 
over-all limit of $2,000 per family. Costs to be 
deducted would yinclude babysitting expenses, day 
nursery care and up to $15 a week for lodging 
paid at boardim^schools and camps. 

The total allowed could not be more than two- 
thirds of the income Of the lowest-earning parent. 

In addition to establishing that no parent is 
at home, “deductions would have to be supported 
by receipts and could not be claimed for payments 


for care of a child by a person claimed by a tax¬ 
payer's spouse as a dependent relative.” 

The white paper predicts that “several hundred 
thousand families” will benefit from the new de¬ 
duction. 

“It would assist many mothers who work or 
want to work to provide or supplement the family 
income, but are discouraged by the cost of hav¬ 
ing their children cared for. For families in these 
circumstances child - care expenditures constitute a 
real cost of earning income.”

But then, the paper says, it 
would account for about five per 
cent of total revenues. Based on 
present revenue forecasts, this 
would mean about 1390,000,000. 

The paper says the general 
rule would be that capital gains 
—money earned through the 
sale of such assets as company 
shares or land—be treated as 
income and so be subject to a 
progressive tax. 


Depending on the type of 
asset sold, either all or only 
part of the gain would be taxed. 
Similarly, ; f a loss was suffered 
in the transaction, all or part of 
the loss could be written off 
against taxable income. 


generally capital gains realized 
from the sale of a house or 
other personal property would 
not be taxed, thanks to special 
rules proposed to cover such 
oeals. 

The proposal would come into 
effect after a so-called “valua¬ 
tion day.” 

If it were to start on the day 
the proposed system was to 
begin, there would be great 
pressure on stock markets as 
people sold stocks to take ad¬ 
vantage of capital gains before 
having to pay tax on them.

Loffmark Backs Proposals 

‘If It Is Income— 
It Should Be Taxed’ 


Health Minister Ralph Loffmark expressed 
agreement Friday with the federal government's 
proposal to impose a tax on capital gains, as an¬ 
nounced in the white paper on taxation. 

Mr. Loffmark, a former chartered accoun¬ 
tant and tax consultant, s aid that capital gain as 
distinguishable from other income is “a myth.” 

If it is income, he said, “it should be taxable.” 

Premier Bennett, B.C.’s finance minister, is 
travelling in the east and was not available for 
comment. Acting finance minister Wesley Black 
(provincial secretary) declined comment on the 
white paper proposals. 

Mr. Loffmark said "a whole series of activities” 
has been untaxed and this had contributed to in¬ 
flation by helping to drive up bidding prices. 

The minister said that a capital gains tax will 
have “a very useful place in the arsenal of anti- 
inflationary weapons.”

Most of those in the high-ln- 
come brackets would continue 
to find themselves paying large 
gains tax, despite a lower in¬ 
come tax rate. 

A capital gains tax was one of 
tiie major proposals in the re¬ 
port of the Carter royal com¬ 
mission on taxation published in 
1967. That report started the 
government on the road to Frb 
day’s white paper. 

The paper does not go as far 
as the Carter report, saying the 
government rejects the commis¬ 
sion’s proposition that "every 
increase in economic power, no 
matter what its source, should 
be treated the same for tax pur¬ 
poses.” 

But it agrees with the Carter 
report that there is not enough 
difference between a capital 
gain and ordinary Income to 
justify the first being tax-free 
while the second is fully tax¬ 
able.

OTTAWA (CP) — Thousands 
of railway workers will lose 
their jobs If Canadian Pacific 
and Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways are permitted to cancel 
much of their passenger rail 
service, a leading union official 
claimed Friday.

One of the most essential elements 
in the diet of man, beast and plant is 
calcium. It is the principle Ingredient in 
the formation of bones and teeth, and 
plays an important part in the 
regulation of the heart beat and in the 
clotting of the blood. 

Babies get it from milk; the cows 
get it from the herbage they eat; the 
pasture grasses get it from limestone 
particles in the soil. When there iirTT 
enough calcium in the soil to support 
healthy plant growth, the farmer 
applies a dressing of lime in one form 
or another. 

Most soils and crops in our part of 
the world require lime to a greater or 
lesser extent, and as a rule, the 
vegetable plot needs liming more than 
flowers or shrubs, for edible plants 
most supply the body-building calcium 
for man and beast. 

★ Ar ★ 

Except in rather rare cases, a 
special application of lime is seldom 
needed when the ground is being 
prepared for shrubs, as most of them 
grow best in a somewhat acid toil. 
Nearly all the shrubs we grow In our 
gardens were originally part of the 
undergrowth in their native forest 
glades, living in soil naturally enriched 
with fallen leaves and twigs. Such 
conditions are nearly always acid. 


The leafy vegetables, on the other 
hand, are great lime lovers, as are 
many of our perennial flowers. 

In areas of high rainfall such as ours, 
it is generally necessary to apply a 
generous dressing of lime when starting 
a new garden, preferably in the form of 
several small applications rather than 
one heavy dressing. 

-If, for instance, you are starting a 

garden cm a piece of virgin meadow, 
dress it before you plow or dig it, 
applying about one cupful of hydrated 
lime per square yard. Turn the weeds 
and turf, grass side down, into your 
digging trench as you work, and when 
the whole job Is completed, apply a 
similar dose to the surface and rake it 
in shallowly. 

★ *_* 

For gardening use, lime Is available 
in three forma: quicklime, hydrated 
lime and pulverized limestone. 

>, Quicklime, the stuff builders use for 
making plaster for walls, is hot and 
corrosive in action and somewhat 
dangerous to handle because of the 
possibility of burns and eye injuries 
when this caustic powder is blown 
around In the wind. It has its uses, 
though, on soil which is badly infected 
with wireworms, slugs and similar 
underground pests, and its burning 


action makes it a first-class cleanser on 
new plots. 

Hydrated lime is much milder. This 
is quicklime which has been slaked with 
water, and this 'is what you get 
ordinarily when you ask for "garden 
lime.” It is a finely ground white 
powder, worth about three cents a 
pound in 50-pound lots, and it should be 
raked into the soil immediately after 
application, as it has a tendency to cake 
on the surface after rain. 

★ ★ 

Pulverized limestone is simply 
ground-up limestone rock. It is mild and 
very slow-acting, but by the same 
token, it lasts much longer in the soil 
than the more concentrated kinds of 
lime. Its gritty quality is useful for 
lightening the sticky, hea\-y texture of 
clay soils. It is the cheapest form of 
lime to buy, running around 51.25 per 
-100 pounds, but more of it is needed to 
supply the same*amount of calcium. 

It is well to remember that soil can 
be over-limed as well as under-limed, 
for too much of a good thing upsets the 
delicate balance of the soil. Among 
other unpleasant consequences, too 
much lime locks up the iron m the soil 
in an insoluble form so that the plant 
roots can’t get at it, whereupon die 
plant's foliage turns pale and anaemic 
through lack of iron.

French Resent Usage 


Just after I wrote that recent piece on the new 
American Heritage Dictionary. I saw a story about the latest 
edition of the Petit Laroosee, the most widely used dictionary 
dn France. 

The new Laroussc includes for the first time many 
Anglicisms and Americanisms which infuriate French purists, 
who have long warned against a "corruption” of the French 
language through invasion of these barbarous words and 
phrases. 

Among the Americanisms are “happening,” "poster,” 
“riot” and "campus.” The news item didn’t mention “hippie,” 
but this is another of our neologisms that is spreading fast all 
over the world. 

Ar ★ *• _ 

To my mind, It is absurdly rigid of French professors and 
linguists to object to such cross-pollination of words, which in 
the long run strengthen a language, not weaken it. The real 
criterion is not where a word comes from, but whether it fills 
a linguistic need better than some native word. 

After all, words are "Inventions,” and no nation refuses a 
flew and handy device simply because it was invented in 
some other country. 

English Is doited with Gallicisms for which there Is no 
convenient domestic equivalent — phrases like “savior falre” 


and “bon mot” and "rendezvous” and "garage” and 
“chauffeur” and "boutique” and "a propos” and "bon 
voyage" and “haute cuisine” and “avant garde” and 
hundreds of others that have been unconsciously absorbed 
into the bloodstream of the English language, improving and 
fortifying its expressiveness. 

A ★ ★ 

Why shouldn’t the French likewise adopt our “weekend,” 
which is so much brjefer and more accurate than “fin de 
semaine,” of our “kitchenette." for their clumsy “un petite 
cuisine,” or "snack-bar” or "parking” or “look-out," for none 
of which they have any single words? (Incidentally, it’s hard 
to believe that “weekend" is only about 100 years old in 
English; before then, at was cumberaomeiy called Friday-to- 
Monday.) 

I am all for maintaining standards in a language, and 
not permitting sloppiness and illiteracy to pass under die 
name of “popular usage” — but since about two-thirds of 
English is made up of loan-words from other languages, and 
this hybridization is one of the main causes erf the strength, 
variety and suppleness of English, we should welcome, not 
resent, any cross-breeding that fills a genuine lack. 

Besides, if the French gave up "cocktails,” half the bar 
signs in Faria would have to come down. And not a French 
word to put up in its place.

Naturally, you toll your partner that the diamond dis-| 
tribution was awfully unlucky, and the sun will shine an¬ 
other day. But the fact remains that you have just lost 
2,310 points by playing the hand in less than your usual 
brilliant fashion. 

Suppose you ruff the heart opening, play a low trump 
to dummy, ruff another heart, then cross to the queen of 
diamonds and ruff a third heart. Dummy is entered once 
again with a trump and a fourth heart is ruffed with the 
ace of trumps. 

Next the nine of diamonds is ruffed. East's last trump 1 
Is drawn with dummy's king and the rest of your hand 
is high, your losing club having been discarded on the 
last trump. 

This "upside-down" method of play—going for ruffs in 
your own hand instead of in dummy—enables you to win 
a total of eight tricks in trumps. This" is self-evidently 
better than drawing three rounds of trump and so mak¬ 
ing only six 1 rumps in the South hand together with one 
ruff on the table. , 

Bridge hands, like faces, can seem different if looked 
at upstdedown.

It is a twisting 
tunnel about 4,000 feet long 
and has two known entrances. 

Members of the Canadian 
Speleological Society, who 
probed other caves in the 
area, found a new opening in 
April which led to the Cas- 
teret section. 


Inspected by Mr. Ahrens and 
an assistant.

‘Blow for Individual Rights’ 


OTTAWA (CP) — Justice 
Minister John Turner FWdsy led 
off Commons debate on a bill to 
amend federal expropriation 
powers, terming It a measure 
that "strikes a blow for individ¬ 
ual rights.”
